REMEDY IS 
DISCOVERED 
Cheap Common Chemical 
is Curing Terrible Disease 
in Nearly Every Case 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, June 18.—Evi- 
dence that is gradually being ac- 
cumulated by medical men in va- 
rious parts of the world provides 
a good basis for the belief that car- 
bon tetrachloride, a cheap and 
common chemical, is a cure for 
hookworm in human beings. Re- 
cent reports from the Fiji Islands 
and Ceylon, covering t of 
cases, show practically 100 per cent 
of success. 

The discovery of the efficacy of 
the drug in removing these para- 
sites was made by Dr. Maurice 
Hall of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, who tested it 
on dogs and even tried out its et- 
Yects on himself. His results im 


in many countries to start investi- 
gations and favorable reports are 
now being received by the depart- 


ment. 

In the Bogambra prison at Kan- 
dy, Ceylon, a coun where hook- 
worm is common, t carbon com- 
1 Pound was tried on fourteen per- 
sone with marked success. Amo 
them was a condemned criminal, 
who offered himself for a thorough 
investigation. He was given a mar. 
imum dose of ten cubie centimeters 
of the drug, which removed fifty- 
| five hookworms. Twenty-two days 

later he was executed. A mor- 
tem examination showed that all 
these parasites had removed. 
The other convicts appareniy were 
— 2 free of the parasites by 
muc smaller doses. No effects 
other than slight dizziness and a 
sensation of weight in the stomach 
were noticed in the case of those 
eiving less than ten cubic con- 
meters of the drug.

WIFE OF RECORD-BREAKING 
SPEEDSTER SAYS HE IS 
ALWAYS LATE 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH} 
CHICAGO, June 18.—*“Always 
late,” is the w his wife de- 
scribed John O'Reilly, of Elkhart, 
Ind., who has served as engineer 
on the Twentieth Century for 
twenty years and who has the rep- 
utation of invariably bringing his 
train in on time. O' Reilly admits 
it is easier to get his train to New 
York and Chicago on time than 
it is to quit his little Elkhart gar- 
den when the missus says supper 
ia ready. 

He is a speed demon when he's 
on the job, but slow and easy is 
his motto when off duty. “I never 
liked to go fast,” said Mr. O'Reilly 
yest . “I once walked to a big 
fire.” Although he pulls his grain 
over a thousand miles each way at 
the rate of 70 miles an hour, he 
says he is always scared when the 
brakes on the street cars at Elk- 
hart refuse to work quickly. He 
abo admits he was almost scared | 
to death once when he was a pas- 
senger on a two-coach train and 
the engineer “hit her up” from 25 
to 27 miles an hour. 

Life’s darkest and slowest mo- 
ment, taken from Mr. O'Reilly, 
comes when he gets his train just 
beyond Whiting, Ind., where there 
is a level stretch and he could eas- 
ily makes 90 miles an hour. But 
the unromantic rules of the road 
force him to choke her down to a 
70 miles to the 60 minutes.

Answer: The following resolu- 
tion has been passed by the Sen- 
ate and referred to the Committee 
on Foreign Affaire in the House: 
“Resolved by the Genate and

Corporation Organized in 
Buffalo Installs $75,000 
W orth of Machinery 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. ) 

AJO (Ariz.) June 16—The Bank 
Mining Company is installing $75,- 
000 worth of machinery on the 
Sierra Pinta mine, seventy miles 
south of Ajo, in Northwestern 


Sonora, and fifteen miles from the 
Gulf of California. The corpora- 
tion has been organized in Buffalo, 
N. . and is said to be amply 
financed. A well has been sunk 
to nearly 300 feet depth, but thus 
far without developing a sufficient 
This feature alone 
is holding up work. On the 
dumps is ore valued at $60,000, 
while from the stopes ore has been 
brought out that assayed $2500 
gold to the ton. 

Very rich ore, sparkling with 
gold in quartz, has been brought 
in from the Duncan & Brooks 
property, several hundred miles 
south of Ajo, a mine located by 
George R. Duncan of Los Angeles 
and owned by him and J. V.
